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MEDIATORS HEAR 
SE OF UNIONS IN 
~ RAILWAY DISPUTE 


“eir Board Conferring With

"Believed He Will Personally 
Urge Arbitration if Present 
Peace Efforts Fail. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The 


United 


tates Board of Mediation and Concilia- 
ton held its first conference today with 


the representatives of the four railroad 
brotherhoods of employes in its efforts 
es prevent, through mediation, a coun- 
 try-wide strike to enforce the employes’ 
- demands for an eight-hour basic day 
and time and a half for overtime. 

‘Nothing was officially disclosed as t» 
the success the mediators met, but it 
was learned on good authority that the 
brotherhoods had shown no disposition 
to modify their demands. 

“The status was unchanged,” was the 
only comment which A. B. Garretson, 


c head of the conductors’ brotherhood, was 


willing to make after the conference ad- 
journed. 

“We have only scratched the surface, 
said G. W. W. Hanger, one of the three 
“members of the mediation board, “tne 
situation may be cleared up within 2 
hours, and then negotiations may con- 
tinue for a week.” 

‘The mediators arranged for a second 
conference with the railroad manages 
this afternoon and to meet the brotler- 
hoods’ representatives again tomorrow 
morning. 

Today's meeting with the men was it- 
tended by the chiefs of the four broth- 
erhoods and by the 600 delegates of tne 
unions who are here. It lasted i+ss 
than an hour. Outsiders were barre:. 


The medistors held their first confer- 
ence with the National Conference Com- 
mittee of Railway Managers yesterday. 
William L. Chambers, one of the medi- 
ators, said afterward that the railway 
managers told the Mediation Board how 
far they were prepared to go in an at- 
_ tempt to avold a strike, and that the 
‘Managers made their side of the argu- 


_ ment plain. . 


There are «nree possible results of the 
mediation. One is that the Federal 
Boatd will be able-to get the managers 
and workers to sign an agreement. An- 
other, that the mediators will be able 
té induce both parties to consent to ar- 
bitration, if mediation fails. The third 
possibly is that the Federal Board will 
fail in both these endeavors. 

It was predicted today that if the 
board should be unable to compose the 
differences, President Wilson would ask 
representatives of the contending fac- 
tions to meet him in Washington, and 
that he would ask them to arbitrate 
their differences. 


Settling the dispute upon mediation 
rather than arbitration, now that the 
Managers have failed to agree with 
them. They are opposed to arbitration. 

W. S. Carter, president of the Bro- 
therhood of Railway Enginemen and 
Firemen, said: 

“Arbitration is a gambling game, even 
when the dice are not loaded. Railway 
employes have lost faith in the justice 
of arbitration boards. They believe ar- 
bitration is as fickle as chance. If there 
should be arbitration of this eight-hour 
demand, and an effort made to appoint 
neutrals, entirely free from prejudice, 
as arbitrators, it would be but tossing 
pennies to decide the question. Why 
has none sugested that the matter be 
settled by ‘pulling straws,’ and relieve 
everybody of further bother.”

HUGHES SAYS HE 


WANTS TARIFF 10 


Bélieves in It for Them 
Much as for Manufacturers, 
He Declares. 


SPEAKS IN NORTH DAKOTA 


Makes Day Address at Grand 
Forks on His Way to 
Fargo. 


Charles E. Hughes told an audience 
of farmers in the auditorium here to- 
day that he believed in a protective 
tariff that would protect them as well 
as the men in the factories. 

“IT believe in protection without 


abuse,” he said. “I think that is pos- 


sible. 
“Our opponents, who for genera- 


tions have told us it was contrary 
to the Constitution of the United 
States to have duties excep for the 
purpose of revenue, mre now telling 
ug that there is an ectonomic revolu- 
tion and that perhaps we can have a 
duty on dyestuffs and a nonpartisan 
ccmmission. But I believe in trusting 
those who really accept the doctrine 
of protection with its enforcement, 
and I believe in protection for the 
farmers, just as I believe in protec- 
tion for the men in the factories.” 

Hughes repeated his views on pre- 
raredness, saying that he stood for 
‘reasonable” preparedness. 

‘“‘Weakness breeds insults and insults 
breed war,” he said. ‘I stand for the 
protection of American rights. Firm in- 
sistence on American rights backed by 
reasonable preparedness means peace 
and security.’’ 

Crisp weather, so cold that overcoats 


were necessary, greeted the nominee 
here. Shortly aftern oon he left for 
Fargo, N. D., where he will address a 


meeting tonight.

KANSAS WIFE BEATERS, BOUND 
TOGETHER, WORK ON STREETS 


Unusual Sentence Imposed at Kan- 
sas City, Because Pillory Was 
Not Allowed by State Law. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 10.—Two 
men, handcuffed together, tried ineffec- 
tually today to sweep the main business 
street of Kansas City, Kan. Hundreds 
of persons who watched their clumsy 
efforts with the brooms wondered as to 

the reason for their attempt. 

“They beat their wives,’’ a patrolman 
guarding them explained. ‘This is the 
sentence the Police Judge gave them 
this morning.” Recently an attempt 
was made to erect a pillory in Kansas 
City, Kan., to which wife beaters were 
to be chained, but a State law prevented 
the step. 

In sentencing 8S. T. Pike, 23 years old, 
and R. B. Stephens, 35, Judge Brady 
said: ‘‘Handcuff these men together. 
Let them be exposed on streets. If we 
can't have the pillory, we will try this.”

POLICE GUARDED 
MILK DELIVERY 
BEING PLANNED 


Protection Promised for Wag- 
ons of Companies Whose 
Employes Are on Strike. 
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DRUGGIST FIRES’ PISTOL 


Strikers Had Halted Auto—One 
of Them Cut Smashing 
Glass Door. 


Henry L. Hudson, a druggist at 
Delmar boulevard and Clara aven ie, 
fired his reyolver to disperse r group 
of striking milk wagon drivers who 
gathered about his delivery automo- 
bile at Delmar and Union boulevards 
shortly before noon today. The ma- 
chine was carrying ice cream, which 
had been purchased from the 35%. 
Louis Dairy Co., 1316 North King’s 
highway, to the drug store. 

Hudson said his machine was fvl- 
lowed from the dairy by an automo- 
bile~containing strikers, and _ that 
when this car overtook him at Union 
boulevard, the men boarded his ma- 
chine and demanded that he throw 
out the ice cream. One man, he said, 
struck a glass panel of his car with 
his fist, breaking the glass and cut- 
ting his wrist. Then Hudson fired, he 
said, over the men’s heads. 

The men ran west and the one who 
had cut his wrist was taken by some 
of his comrades into the. Jewish Hos- 
pital. When a policeman inquired at 
the hospital about him those in charge 
refused to give any information, ac- 
cording to the report which the po- 
liceman made to Capt. Gaffney. He 
was directed to remain outside the 
hospital and watch for the man. 

Many Arrests Today. 

Arrests of strikers were frequent 
today, following more than 50 arrests 
yesterday. Marion Pearson, 19 years 
old, of 1426 Cass avenue, was arrest- 
ed on suspicion of being one of a 
group of men which pulled a cargo 
of ice cream from a wagon at Twen- 
tieth and Pine streets yesterday. The 
men escaped at that time, but Pear- 
son’s name was on a card which one 
of them dropped. 


Of 4423 Arco ave- 


nue and Michael Berench of 3055 
Dickson stréet Were arrested at 
Fifteenth street and Franklin .‘v- 


nue, charged with dumping a can of 
ice cream from a grocer’s wagon. 

A driver for a large grocery store at 
Olive and Whittier streets appealed to a 
police Sergeant at Olive street and Boyle 
avenue, saying his wagon was 
loaded with milk, and pointing out 
an automobile loaded with strikers which 
was following him. The Sergeant got 
aboard the grocery wagon and the 
strikers’ car turned a corner and disap- 
peared. 


Five men stopped a wagon belonging 
to L. H. Wagner, grocer. of 3734 Wyo- 


ming street, at Grand and Cleve- 
land avenues, carrying’ milk and 
cream, The men argued with -ho 
driver, Max Taylor, 16 years. old, 
then overturned the wagon. A _ p»- 
liceman in an automobile caught fd 
Leonard, 24 years old, vf 3313 St. Vin- 


cent avenue, who denied being one of 
the men who overturned the wagon. 

At the C. A. Rohlfing grocery store 
$29 Goodfellow avenue, a boy was un- 
loading milk, which he had brought in 
one of the store's delivery wagons from 
the St. Louis Dairy Co., office on Kine’: 
highway, when men got out of an au- 
tomobile and seized the bottles, which 
they threw into the street, breakin 
them. Two dozen bottles of milk were 
lost in this manner, while the emploves 
of the store succeeded in saving two 
dozen bottles. The men disappeared be- 
fore a policeman arrived. 

To Attempt Deliveries, 

Dairy proprietors today considered 
plans for attempting to resume the de- 
livery of milk in small wagons, on 
some of their regular routes tomorrow 
morning. They have been assured of as 
much police protection as the nuniber 
of policemen available will permit. 

John P. Cabanne, president of the S:. 
Louis Dairy Go., said the employers 
were not desirous of arbitration, au! 
were disposed to ‘fight it out.”’ H. G. 
Norman, secretary of the drivers’ union, 
said the men would he willing to sub- 
mit their case to arbitration, but tnat 
they would wish the arbitration board 
to be a local body, and not to repre- 
sent the State or Federal Government 
Dispatches have stated that a ledera: 
mediator is to be sent here by the De- 
partment of Labor from its Indianapol's 
or Cleveland office. 

The men who struck Tuesday mornin» 
at the St. Louis Dairy Co. and have 
since been locked out by eight otner 
companies, are demanding $18 a week 
wages and 6 per cent commiesion on all 
sales, in place of $14 a week and 
per cent on sales over $456 a monty. 

The men received a report this morn- 
ing that two truckloads of strikebreak- 
ers had been taken to the Pevely Dairy 
Co., South Side establishment, 3301 Purk 
avenue.

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3 BODIES TAKEN 
IN WEST VIRGINIA 


Villages and Mining Camps 
Wiped Out by Cloudburst— 
Rescuers at Work. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va, Aug. W— 
Twenty-three bodies have been rec)vV- 
ered from the debris carried down by 
the cloudburst flood which swept the 
Cabin Creek Valley near here yesterday. 
Rescue parties have penetrated somé 
distance above Cabin Creek Junctioa 
and meager reports brought back indi- 
cate that the loss of life has been heavy, 
although no accurate estimate can be 
made. 

Persons driven from their homes to the 
mountains are returning to find whole 
villages of mining cabins swept away 
while distress and suffering is seen «n 
every hand. 

R. Jaco, a lineman of the Chesa- 
peake & Potomac Telephone Co., 
reached Cabin Creek Junction short- 
ly before noon after a walk of more 
than 138 miles between Miami and 
Desota. He said that 40 persons have 
been drowned and half that number 
of bodies had been recovered. 

Jaco was unable to get up the 
Kayford branch of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railroad, but expressed the 
belief that damage and loss of life 
in that district was greater than in 
other sections. The entire valley he- 
tween Miami and Desota was devas- 
tated, he said, everything movable 
having been washed away. 


A report was received that Jar- 
rolds Valley, a town of 600 inhab- 


itants in Boone County, at’ the head 
of Coal River, was washed away and 
that 75 persons had lost their lives. 

That section of Jarrolds Valley »e- 
tween Fields and Joss Creeks was 
swept clean by the waters, accord- 
ing to reports here. It is said that at 
least 500 houses were washed away. 
Inhabitants had no warning of the 
approach of the water. 

More than 2000 residents of the val- 
ley are perched-on the hill tops, :ne 
majority of them without sufficicnt 
clothing, and all of them in danger 
of starvation. 

Tw) companies of the Second Wem 
Virginia Infantry left Camp Kanawha 
vy trolley this morning and were ta«en 
to Cabin Creek Junction with orders to 
penetrate the valley and extend relic*.

EXPLOSION OF MUNITIONS 


Writer Admits in Epistle to German 
Kinsman He Helped Blow Up 
Cargo at Portland, Ore. . 
NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—A letter mailed | 


from St. Louis to Germany admitting 
that the writer helped destroy a cargo 
of munitions on the Pacific Coast des- 
tined for the allies is believed by au- 
thorities here to indicate that the writer 
may have helped te cause the explosion 


of munitions trains on Black Tom Ieland 
July 30, which caused damage of $15,090,- 
QVv or more. 

The letter is said to have been found 
in German-bound mail by agents of the 
allies. New York and Jersey City police 
are investigating reports that the ex- 
plosion was caused by agents of a for- 
eign government. 

The letter says, in part: 

“Tf you will study my letters of a year 
ago, you will perhaps discover why I 
disappeared so suddenly from Seattle 
and Portland, Ore. At that time I 
helped our Erich and our eastern army 
a bit, as what were destined for Vladi- 
vostok and the Russians were sent to 
the bottom of the harbor and I only 
wish I could get another chance like 
that. I would not hesitate to take the 
risk." The letter is signed “Otto” an1d 
is addressed to ‘‘My dear parents and 
brothers and sisters.”

Letter Written by Him Says Bight 
Cars of Ammunition Still Are in 
Black Tom Yard. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Aug. 10.—A

There was also a notation, ‘‘to be b:tiit 
by Iverson & Co., London,’’ and anoth- 
er “revolution 150 miles an hour. Fur 
U. 8."’ Iverson told the authorities he 
planned and designed the torpedo. 

Underneath the heading, ‘President 
Wilson,’ in his notebook, appeared a 
meaningless paragraph. One letter which 
Iverson wrote to his mother and did 
not post, said there were “still eizht 
cars of ammunition in Black Tom yard.’

AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS. 


IN BERLIN AND GERARD 
DIFFER OVER CENSORSHIP 


Ambassador Declines to Support Protest Against 
London Restriction of Dispatches 
Originating in Germany.

~The American correspondents called 
upon Ambassador Gerard at the Amer- 
ican embassy in a body today and pro- 
tested strongly against the Ambassador's 
action forwarding their protest 
against the unfair English cen- 
sorship to the Government at Wash- 
ington with a suplementary dispatch 
considered in effect as having vitiated 


the protest. 

Because of the recent suppression and 
mutilation by the English censor of dis- 
patches sent from here by the American 
co-respondents, they last week sent 2 
joint statement to their publishers and 
to the news agencies employing t*:_m, 
stating the conditions under which ..ey 
row are working. They also’ requested 
Mr. Gerard to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the State Department with a 
view, if possible, of securing ameliora- 
t'un of the situation. 

Sent Confidential Dispatch. 

Mr. Gerard forwarded the protest, ac- 
companied by a_ confidential dispatch, 
the text of which he declined to di- 
vulge, but which he said, stated that he 
could not indorse.nor support the stand- 
point of the Arerican correspondents 
unless the German Government, on its 
part, should remove the censorship here 
on American dispatches. 

Von Wiegand’s dispatch, as received, 
is somewhat confused in continuing this 
reference and bears evidence of having 
been censored or mutilated, but as near- 
ly as the next passage can be straight- 
ened out, it reads: 

Mr. Gerard contended that under the 
existing censorship here, fair and im 
partial statements of news from Cer- 
rrany, from a neutral standpoint, cannot 
be sent by the American corerspondents. 
(The dispatch continues:) 

Frankly admitting that the censorship 
here had been extremely tight at times, 
especially during the tense periods of 
the submarine crisis, when the German 
Government attempted to prevent the 
feeling in America from being intensified 
by the utterances of radicals, the cor- 
respondents, with but a single exception, 
declared to the Ambassador that the 
German political censorship had in re- 
cent weeks been extremely liberal and 
fair, and that they never had had much 
ecmplaint about the military censorship. 

Think They Are Done Injustice. 


Several correspondents stated that 90 
and 95 per cent of their dispatches were 
passed by the German censors. I re- 
ferred to the extremely frank dispatches 
which I had sent and which had been 
passed. One correspondent declared that 
50 per cent of his dispatches were killed. 

The correspondents, however, took 
strong exception to the Ambassador a 
attitude, which they considered as tend- 
ing in the eyes of the Washington Gov- 
ernment to place them in the position 
of not being neutral American observ- 
ers, but of being German agents who 
were disposed only to send news to the 
American people favorable to Germany. 
They declared they regarded that as a 
keen injustice to them. Mr. Gerard de- 
nied he had any intention of creating 
such an impression, and said his action 
had been misunderstood by the corre- 
spondents. 

The correspondents pointed out to the 
Ambassador that they could not deny 
the right of the German Government to 
exercise its censorship over matter oriz- 
inating in Germany, and that the En- 
glish, French and other warring Gov- 
ernments exercised a similar right. 


The correspondents said they were 
willing to fight out the censorship here 
with the authorities themselves, the 
same as an American correspondent had 
to do in London,/ but that if in a fair 
statement of news from Germany the 
London censor déletes sentences and 
phrases favorable to Germany, such a 
statement is no longer fair or neutral 
when it reaches the American papers. 
It frequently occurs, they said, that the 
London censor suppresses dispatches en- 
tirely. 

It was pointed out further to the Am- 
bassador that he appeared to take the 
standpoint that American correspon- 
dents’ dispatches were not being cen-

The Ambassador's suggestion that if 
the correspondents could obtain from 
the German Government assurances 
that American dispatches would be 
rractically uncensored here it might be 
possible to approach the English Gov- 
ernment with a similar proposal, was 
not accepted. The Ambassador's offer, 
at the conclusion of the conference, to 
transmit to the State Department 4 
joint statement without censorship, was 
declined on the ground that it has no 
tearing on their protest against the 
suppression and mutilation of American 
dispatches in London. 

This is the first ripple in the rela- 
tions between Mr. Gerard: and the 
American correspondents, which have 
been extremely cordial. Their recent 
protest was the first time in the war 
that the correspondents had asked the 
Ambassador to use his good offices in 
behalf of the American press, and his 
action occasioned no little s:.rprise and 
disappointment to the entire corps. 


BRITAIN CUTS BOYCOTT LIST 


Several American Firms Stricken Off 
After U. 8. Protest. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — Several 
American firms have been stricken from 
the British black list promulgated under 
the trading with the enemy act, Acting 
Secretary Polk announces, as a result of 
assurances given through the State De- 
partment satisfying the British authori- 
ties that the concerns affected are not 
involved in enemy trading. 

Polk pointed out, however, that the 
principle of blacklisting on which the 
American protest was based remained 
objectionable as long as any American 
traders remain on the embargo. Nego- 
tiations in individual cases will be con- 
tinued while a reply to the protest is 
awaited.

Inner Loop Includes Denny

James C. Travilla, former Street Com- 
missioner of St. Louis, yesterday sub- 
mitted to the County Court his recom- 
mendations for the improvement of the 
county roads with the proceeds of the 
$3,000,000 which was voted in the spring. 

Travilla was employed as superintend- 
ing engineer for the roadwork at $400 a 
month, but was forced to give up the 
place when the Supreme Court ruled 
that the county could not hire an engi- 
neer at a higher salary than $100 a 
ronth. His report yesterday was.a final 
one, based on work which he had com- 
pleted before the decision.~ 

Unless some way is found to employ 
him as engineer without violating the 
Supreme Court ruling, Travilla will have 
no further connection with the road im- 
provement work. 

Suggests Five Loops. 

With his report, Travilla submittea 
maps showing his plan for a system 
of trunk lines, for establishing commu: 
nication through all parts of the coun- 
ty, and connection with the main city 
streets,» and a further system of five 
loops, with an aggregate length of 184% 
miles, which will’ furnish attract‘ve 
routes for automobile travel. These 
loops, which are of irregular shape, in- 
clude parts of existing roads and some 
new connecting roadways. ® 

The principal loop proposed, which 
Travilla terms the inner loop, is formed 
by Gravois, Olive street, Clayton and 
Denny roads, the roads in the ivuup 
having a total length of 30% miles. 

Travilla told the County Court that 
with these roads properly improved the 
automobilist could go from Delmar bou- 
levard and King’s highway over the 
Clayton or Olive street roads to the 
Denny road and return to King’s high- 
way over the Denny and Gravois roads. 
He said he believed this would be the 
most popular drive. 

Other loops east of the Denny ryad 
are to be known as the Valley Loop and 
the Riverview Loop. The Valley Loop 
with a length of 25% miles will incliie 
the bridgeton, Fee Fee, Dorsett, Lack- 
land, Florissant and Lucas and Hunt 
roads and a part of the St. Charles Rock 
road. ; 

Further east and extending to the Mis- 
sissippi River will be the Riverview 
Loop with a length of 1314 miles bound- 
ed by the Columbia Bottom and Be!le- 
fontaine roads which join at Spanish 
Lake.

WILSON’S PREPAREDNESS | 
POLICY IS ATTACKED BY 
HUGHES AS INADEQUATE 


Says That When Time Came to Put Army on 
Border There Was “Spectacle Showing 
Inefficiency of First Magnitude.” 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 10.—The ad- 
ministration’s preparedness policy was 
attacked as inadequate by Charles E. 
Hughes in his address at the Auditorium 
here last night. There had been warn- 
ings for two years that America should 
be prepared, Hughes said, yet when the 
time came to put an army on the border 
“to do police service,” there was pre-| 
sented “a spectacle showing inefficiency 
of the first magnitude.’ 

Strong Party Man. 

In his speech at the Auditorium 
Hughes said in part: 

“Tl am a strong party man. I believe 
in party organization as an essential 
agency of republican government. But 
I believe in party organization as the 
servant of a democratic people; and I 
stand as the representative of a party 
in order that through that essential in- 
strumentality I may serve all the men 
and women of the United States. 


“I believe that there is no reasonable 
man in the Progressive party and no 
devout and strong organization man in 
the Republican party who holds to the 
great ideals of the honor and prosper- 
ity and efficiency of this nation, who 
cannot with a good conscience, support 
my candidacy. 

“We have come from many lands. 
Here in the northwest we know that 
Americanism is a thing of the spirit 
and not of the flesh. Wherever a man 
is born, if he is a naturalized American 
citizen of the Unitd States, he is heart- 
ily an American citizen with American 
ideals, with American hopes, ready to 
give, live and die for the United States. 

“I desire to see a reinforcement of 
the American sentiment in that con- 
sciousness of unity which @isplaces all 
possibility of division. We must have 
that inner feeling of intense loyalty. 


“What is there to divide us? We are 
a united people and only through that 
dominent sense of unity and of loyalty 
can we get the motive power which 
will make us an efficient nation to cope 
with problems of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. 

Advocates Larger Army. 

“There was no excuse for permitting 
our regular army to remain at so low 
a point that it could not perform mili- 
tary duty without summoning men un- 
prepared for service from the length 
an:.. breadth of the land. That is nota 
spectacle of a prepared nation. That 
ie a condition for which I hold the 
administration responsible. 

‘Consider for a moment the facts. it 
was only about a year and a half ago 
that certain patriotic citizens were di- 
recting attention to the need of prepar- 
edness, to the need of the enlargement 
of our regular army, and the President 
of the United States formally expressed 


his opinion that such persons were 


nervous, excited, that there was no real 
occasion for alarm, that there were no 
conditions which made it a matter to 
be considered as a real exigency. 

“Then there came the torch of another 
leader. What a change in sentiment 
was wrought over night in the councils 
of the administration; there was a feel- 
ing that an exigency did exist and that 
something should be done; that it was 
no longer nervousness, but prudence, 
caution and foresight which required 
immediate action. 


“There was an able Secretary of War 
and he devoted himself with astuteness 
to the problem and he worked out a 
plan. He thought he had pinned the ad- 
ministration so that it would stay put, 
I don't believe you could pin the admin- 
istration to any policy that would stay 
put. . 
-‘*Well, the matter got so bad that the 
executive presented it to Congress. Only 
a few months ago it was formally 
stated that our present demand called 
for this forthwith: Kalising the regular 
army from its total on paper—although 
it was in fact somewhat less—of about 
105,000 to 141,000 and a citizen reserve of 
400,000 trained by Federal authorities in 
the annual installments of 133,000 each. 

“That was to be regarded as essential. 
Now, how long did that stay put? Why, 
within a short time the plan was aban- 
doned; the Secretary of War resigned 
and in his correspondence with the 
President he practically pointed out that 
he regarded as the inexcuable abandon- 
ment—I don’t use his exact words but 
this was the substance of it—of a pro- 
gram deemed to be necessary. 


“Now, why was it abandoned? We 
have hada great deal of talk about 
executive leadership, not conspicuous 
then, when American preparedness was 
an issue. Why was it necessary to go 
through the land dealing with the sub- 
ject when Congress had its mind open 
to know the executive’s will? ¢ 


Calle It Change of Front, 


“On the contrary, there was what I 
regard as a back down, a change of 
front. It has always seemed to me most 
regrettable that it was a change of front 
under a conception of partisan expe- 
diency. We had, as a result, something 
which is fmught with much mystery. 

‘In the first place, under the Army Re- 
organization bill we have a paper army 
of 178,000, but an actual army for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, of about 
110,000, and about 15,000 more in the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1918. We have, 
then, to rely upon the national guard.

It means that when 
such a situation ar as there is on 
the border of Mexico, that we are ready 
to discharge our duty witheut calling 
men from their peaceful occupations 
and from the shops and the factortes 
and offices all over this land. 

“Reasonable, adequate preparedness 
is a primary national duty, and if. I am 
elected, I propose to see as far as in 
me lies that that duty is discharged 
to the credit of the American people. 
And I am not talking simply or even 
primarily of numbers. Efficiency ix 
only a matter of numbers to ascertain 
extent, thoroughness, the absence of 
waste, up-to-date methods, the avail- 
ing of scientific investigation, the de- 
termination to go forward sensibly, ex- 
pertly, with the very best advice. cut- 
ting out dry rot, Insisting upon mea 
equal to their jobs. 

“That is the kind of preparedness ! 
believe In which will make our appro- 
priations for military purposes prope 
ly spent, so that the public will get the 
benefit of the dollars ft gives.” 

The candidate then reviewed the ad- 
ministration’s Mexican policy from the 
days of Huerta, and continued:

The elimination of white from the sig- 
nal color scheme has been rendered <ie- 
Sirable by the increasing use of white 
lights of various kinds in butidin:s 
driveways, roads and streets close or 
adjacent to the railroad’s right of Way. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad systeti, 
however, was unwilling to proceed wiih 
the change until a yellow glass could te 
obtained for the “caution” signals 
which would give a bright light at long 
distances and still would not be liat-e 
to be mistaken for white, and so Cc m- 
fused with other lights along the line of 
the railroad. Progress in the art of col- 
oring glass, after years of experiments, 
has resulted in the production of such 
glass. 

Adoption of the new signal system wil} 
mean the changing of hundreds of 
thousands of colored glasses and lense~. 
This will requfre considerable time fc- 
completion, especially as slow del v- 
eries are to be expected owing to :n- 
dustrial conditions resulting from tl:e 
European war. 

Not only will alterations have to be 
made in all of the semaphore signa’s, 
but the following devices will also pe 
affected: Marker lights on the rear of 
passenger and freight trains: switch. 
lamps and targets; markers for track 
tanks; “slow” signs; “resume speed” 
signs; hand lamps at interlocking an: 
block signal ‘stations and lights (is- 
played to the public at crossing gaces. 
Lights for the latter purpose will be 
red instead of green, as at present 

The proposed signal system has been 
tried out on the extreme eastern en4i of 
the New York division, and has been 
found to work satisfactorily. It is a'» 
being adopted in portions of the country 
off the Pennsylvania Railroad lines, so 
that desirable uniformity will be, ob- 
tained. 

No change is to be made on those 
short portions of the Pennsylvania R11- 
road lines which are protected by “‘po- 
sition light’’ signals, in which the va- 
rious indications are given by rows of 
electric lights showing against a black 
background in the various positions of 
the semaphore arms.

Tall, Thin Private of the North 
Country Tells of the Begin- 
ning of British Push. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 15<-An average pri- 
vate soldier’s impression of such an 
operation as the launch of the present 
allied offensive on the western front— 
when that soldier has Seen in civilian 
life, say, an unskilied laborer—is some- 
thing to which he finds it extraordinari- 


all. In the formless, iurid incoherence 


there is an undeniable relationship be- 
tween the accounts given by wounded 
men; a fundamental similarity not of 
detail, but of outline and spifit. 


Here is a typical utterance of the kind 
from a tall, thin private of a north- 
country regiment, wounded in arm and 
thigh and hand: 
“Aye, it were half-past 7 when we 
started, sir. ‘Twas in a kind of a bit 
wood, ye know, sir. The third Ine. like; 
‘B’ and ‘C’ companies betn’ afore us, ye 
see we could see them movin’, In the 
open, like, past the wood till the fire 
caught ‘em, an’ they went down like 
grass. I was beside the Colonel in the 
front trench. I carried bombs, ye see. 
The Colonel, he was to go wi’ the last 
line, after us. 
‘But when he sees the second line cut 
down that way, an’ our time come— 
‘Oh, damn!’ says he—just like that—and 
he ups and over the parapet, ‘Come on, 
me lads,’ he said—like that—an’ just that 
moment he was hit, and kind of stag- 
gered, an’ aford I could get to him, 
like, he fell backward into the trench 
again. I doubt it killed him. But we 
had to go. I had me bombs. We was 
singing ‘John Peel’ like mad, all but two 
or three near, who saw the Colonel, an’ 
cheerin’ to raise the dead.
